TELEPHONE RATES TO INCREASE NOW 


The Circuit Court of 
Montgomery County, Ala- 
bama, Monday, November 
25, 1968 issued a decree 
which permits General 
Telephone Company of Al- 
abama to place in effect, 
under $4.7 million bond, 
rate increases proposed in 
the Company’s request to 
the Public Service Com- 
mission last March,

denied the Company’s re- 
quest, and the Company

Enterprise Rescue Squad Wins 


The Enteprise Rescue 
Squad won the first place 
trophy in the statewide 
first-a‘' 4d contest held Sat- 
urday in Sylacauga. The 
first-aid contest was the 
highlight of the 7th annual 
convention of the Alabama 
Association of Rescue 
Squads, 

The Associationis com- 
posed of forty-five squads 
with a total membership of 
over 2,000 from throughout 
the state, All member 
squads are eligible toenter 
four men first-aid teams 
in the contest to compete 
for the state championship, 

This year the competing 
teams worked on problems 
consisting of simulated 
multiple emergencies on 
posed victims, The work 
was timed and scored by 
several judges, all experts 
on first-aid, who checked 
to see whether proper and 
complete life saving pro- 
cedures were being per- 
formed, 

Each team had to com- 


plete three problems using. 


the six victims, The results 
were secretly tabulated and 


the winners were an- 
nounced at the convention 
banquet,
